Ottbr Point, B. C, Sept. 11.— The 
Bteamer Cleveland has arrived from St. 
Michaers, briiigiug with hei from the 
Yukon gold fields a story of distress and 
disaster. The miners she haa on board 
Mxd officers in charge of theihip tell 
theetory of dinister and dlstreet at 
Dawson. 

The winter has set iu at the mining 
city of the frozen north and two great 
Htores of the place have closed their 
doors for they have nothing to sell. 
Those who have been seeking gold now 
must seek food or starve. 

While there may be a tendency to 
exaggerate the actual condition of af- 
fairs, there can be no question that 
famine threatens the adventurous men 
and women who made their way to the 
Klondike. Hundreds of nnrolj spirits 
are flockimr to Dawson. 

Threats of violence are being made 
.on ereiy side. Indignation meetings, 
heavy with muttered threats of ven- 
geance are held at St. Michael's by 
those who sc-e little hopes of advancing 
np the river and less of getting back to 
civilization. 

The first signs of winter are apparent 
CD the riTer Yukon, which is beginning 
to ftreeie and in a few weeks will be 
dosed. Enormoos prices ate now being 
paid for food at Dawaon and it is im- 
possible .that more than foar ressels 
with provisions can reach Dawson be- 
fore the river is a mass of loe. 

On the Cleveland there are 88 passen- 
gers, men, women and ohildroD, who 
are from Dawson. There are few min- 
ers in thds pHrty that are able to tell of 
prosperitj. Many of them wish to ex- 
nggwate theur stories and if one would 
beueve them, be woold saj the treasure 
ship in which thev oome oanfes $6,000,- 
000. Captain HaU, master of the Cleve- 
land, says that he has |100,000 in his 
mte. The parser believes that he can 
account for |150,000 on board. 

The Cleveland has some of the pos- 
sengers of the P. B. Weare on board. 
The Weare left Dawson City in time to 
connect with the Portland, had she not 
met a mishap and stmck on the flats 
above Circle City. They report that on 
July 25 the stores of the Alaska Com- 
mercial company and of the North 
American Trading and Transportation 
company announced that they had no 
more foo<l to sell. 

Three weeks before that the same 
company were able to furnish ouMlt«, 
and when the announcement was made 
that no more goods were available, cou- 
sternation resulted on the part of the 
people of Dawson, with gold seeker.s 
piling in at the rate of ~'0 to a day. 
DrunliennesH, gambling and disorder 
were rampant and conservative observ- 
ers prediott the BKMrt ■wiiMis coaae- 
qnences. 

There is gold everywhere, but the 
people of DuwHon want food more than 
they vant gold now. At St. Michael s 
there are not euouph structures to ac- 
commodate the crowd and 800rer>*of 
people are livingvin tents. 

Shortly before the Cleveland left .'^t. 
Michael's, two of the expeditioii.s licld 
indignation meetings tlireateiiing dire 
vengeance up-m those who liad brought 
them there and were unable to carry 
them further. They had been left 
stranded at St. Michael's, and can not 
possibly reach Dawson before next 
spring. 

If fortune favors four vessels will be 
able to reach Dawson from St. Micliiwl's 
before the Yukon river free/e.s. Th.-y 
will carry provisions but it is by no 
means certain that they will reach the 
Klondike. They offer the only hope, 
however, for a renewal of supplies. 

Aug. 28 the Excelsior left St. Mi- 
chaels, Reports are current that her 
treasure amounted to |1, 000,000, but 
there are none on the Cleveland who can 
verify this assertion. 

The Excelsior was caught on the dan- 
gerotis flats of the Yukon and broke 
two blades of her propeller. When the 
Cleveland reached Unalaska she found 
the Excelsior undergoing repairs. 

It is probable, however, that she left 
Unalaska last Monday to resume her 
journey to the south. 

Bhortly before the Cleveland left for 
BeStde the United States revenue cut- 
teg - Bjearpat int9 St. Michael's with 
OaptHi» ^felisiilto, Us wife, two offi- 
' cert and foor seamen of the steam 
whaler Nevaoh. Ther are all that re- 
main tot teU the terrible stoty of death 
in the Aiotio. The Nevach was caught 
in an loe paok in the Arctic ocean. Ui 
hsr orew 4» were lost. Thirty-one 
..wwe unish i^ in tiia ice or frozen to 
death- ' 

The Bear saw the vessel's signals of 
distress near Point Barrow and lost no 
time in going to her asiistanoe. The 
captain, his wife, two officers and four 
sailors were glad to leave the diuoaa- 
tied, crippled ship, bat nine posltfvely 
refosed to leave. Thev were lost in the 
iawlats fl^ of ice ana it is feared they 
kSM perished. 

The Olevrtand also brings news that 
when the Hnmboldt stopp^^Vaalas- 
kaon her joosney to St. Xiohail't the 
passengers were in open rebellion.

Columbus, O., Sept. 11.— The nation- 
al miners' convention adjourned yester- 
day evening without reaching any final 
decision. At the time of adjonmment 
• mbstitata resolntloa, which the min- 
ers' officials confidently believe will be 
adopted, was under discussion. Two 
previous resolutions providmg for an 
acceptance of the Pittsburg operators' 
propositions were defeated because the 
IUin(NS, Indiana and West Virginia 
miners did not think their interests 
were sofliciently protected. 

The Bubstitnte resolution, it is claimed 
by the officials, gives the miners of 
these states all the projection they ootild 
reasonably ask, since it provides for a 
continuation of the strike wherever the 
operators refuse to grant the advance to 
their miners. However, the officials 
ore finding it extremely diffloolt to con- 
vince the delegates, opposed to a settle- 
ment, that they ore in the wrong. Sec- 
retary Lewis of Ohio haa been the most 
active leader of the opposition, and 
threatened last night if the national 
officials forced maitera to an Issue, to^ 
stning a sensation in the convention. 
The national (Mloials saj, however, that 
they have nothing to fear. The substi- 
tute resolution to be voted on ia at fol- 
lows: 

Resolved, That we endorse the recom- 
mendation of the national executive board 
and that work be resumed on the basis of 
ti6 cents in western Pennsylvania with a 
corre<i]jon(iiiifr advance In all the districts 
of the coiiijx'tltive Held, and tw> it further, 

RksoLV EI), That when such an Milvance 
Is refused the suspension be continued and 
that an assessment of 10 i)er cent of all the 
nioiu'v earned by the miners at work be 
collected and used toi' ttu' jjurjiose of 
luaiiitaiiiiiiK' the iiiiiiei's idle until such 
time as the s<-ale rate^ <'an be obtained for 
them, and be it further. 

Rksoi.veI), That a circular ajipeal tie is- 
sued by the national e.xeciuive lioard to 
organized labor aiul to the public general- 
ly askin(f tlieni to assist us in the cariiip 
for and keeping of all mine workers in the 
field, wlu) i^re idle for the enforcement of 
sc.de n;tes; all moneys and provisions to 
be sent to Secretary Pearoe and distributed 
pro rata to miners on a strike from the na- 
tional oCloe. 

Thrown Off » Train. 

Wabash. Ind., Sept. 11. — I3ert Old- 
fleld, a I.")-year-old boy, lies severely in- 
jured at his home in this city, the re- 
salt of being thrown from a train on 
the Wabash railway. The lad tried to 
beat his war to Pern on the local 
freight, and he was discovered between 
the cars by a brakeman, who ordered 
him to jump off. The train was run- 
ning rapidly, and he hesitated, where- 
upon the man threw him off. He sus- 
tained a compound fracture of the leg 
and is hurt intevnaUy. A warrant has 
been issntd for tha mrrttl of tha brake- 
man. 

Rev. HInahaw Out of Prlinn.

William B. Hiashaw, serving a life 
sentence at the northern prison, was 

brought here yesterday, en route' to

EXTENT Oir A BAIUOAD WRECK. 

Another nrad-Rnit Colllilon In Tolnrado 
B«twe«n a Denver and Ilio UrauUe I'aM- 
sonfor Train Md m tpeetol Colorade 
MidUnd Stoek ^aiSi, BaaalBg at 
Full Speed. 

Newcastle. Colo., Sept. 11.— The 
wreck which xcurred yesterday on the 
track of the Denver and Rio Grande 
and the OOlanido Midland railways, 
one and a half miles west of here, was 
the most disastrous that ever occurred 
in Colorado. After 24 hours' incessant 
work by the wrecking crews in cleariuK 
away the debris and rescuing the bodies 
of those who perished, it is yet impossi- 
ble to teonre more than an estimate of 
the lost of- life; and not even those 
known to be dead have been identified. 
Many of the unfortunates never will be 
known, and it is possible that the num- 
ber killed will always be in doubt. 
From the best information obtainable 
now fully 30 persons ore believed to 
have perished, while 186 were taken out 
of the wreck suff ering from serious in- 
juries, 

The wreck was caused by a head-end 
collision between a Denver and Kio 
(Jrande passenger tr.ain. running at the 
rate of 40 iniies an hour, and a special 
Colorado Midland stoc k train, running 
at a speed of probably oO miles. So ter- 
rific was the concussion that both en- 
gines, liajrgage and express ears, smoker 
and day coaches and 'two K'ock cars 
were totally denioli-ilied. and the track 
torn uj) tor rods in both directions. To 
add to the horror of the seene, the 
wre('l^af,'e car.ght tire from an e.xjilosion 
of a I'intscli f,'as tank on the passeneer 
train, and burned so rapidlj- tiuit many 
pa.ssengers pinned beneatli the debns 
were burned to death before help coulil 
reach ttiein. 

The iiuisr ^-enfrtilly accepted theory 
as to tlio cause of tlie ^v^ec!c seems to be 
that Cotiductor Kurbank of tlie !Midland 
special anticip.iting the time of tlie 
pa8senf:er, undertook to "steal a sta- 
tion" and beat the passen;rer into New- 
castle. Burbank escaped uninjured, 
and upon orders from (.'oroner ("^lark. 
has been placed under arrest by the 
sheriff. Midland Engineer Ostrander 
is missing and a tliorough search all 
about his engine fails to reveal any 
vestige of his remains. It is thought 
that when he saw the threatened dan- 
ger he jumped from his engine and, 
realizing Us negUgtnoe, took to the 
hills. 

Mr. and Mrs. E. H. Stronse, who live 
a quarter of a mile from the scene of 
the accident, report that when the two 
trains met the snock was so great as to 
literally hurl them out of bed. Some 
sav the noise was heard aud the shock 
felt in Newcastle.

New Yowk. Sept. 11. -R. G. Dun A 
Company 's weekly review of trade says : 
There is no halting; in tlie advance. 
Business grows better in all ways, for 
while its speonlative end breaks con- 
spicuous gamblers for a decline, a 
steady increase in produotioj. in work- 
ing force and in the power of the peo- 
ple to pnrchase is the feature wliirh 
overihadows all iitl:e."s. Reports of 
New \ ork trado unions show an in- 
crease since one year a.'.'o of :i4 per cent 
in the number of men at work and a 
similar increase among men in like po- 
sition throughout the country would 
exceed .'140. ono while every week adds 
many establishinents to tlie active li.sf. 
The cool miners' stnl:e has disclosed 
SUOh facts, and b.-o.ipht to light such 
differences. th;it work v.-ill probably be 
very soon resumed by a large share of 
the men. The farmers aie hcdped by 
higher price.s for wheat aud while every 
western receipts dn not ^liosv tliat they 
marketed a tenth of their crops, a.ssur- 
unce of a handsome profits to come pre- 
vails upon them to buy here. Unsincsi 
of this kind and the increase of hands 
at work, dealers throujjho.it the conn- 
try have started to rephnish sto-ks 
which pre-ent good force at present, 
operating in nmuufactures and trade 
thonrh distribution by retail trade has 
greatly increased. 

A g.'iin of 1:; per cent in one month in 
the output of pig iron from U),').;!7s tons 
Aug. 1 to I85.o0« Sept. 1, with knowl- 
edge that half a dozen other furnaces 
are preparing to resume, and that un- 
sold stocks have been reduced 14,-;00 
tons wee'vly in August, indicating a 
consumption of about liiO.oootons, more 
than explains the moderate advance in 
prices of finished products, averaging 
bnt 0 per cent since the lowest point 
Aug. 12. Pig is a shade stronger at 
Chicago, but the proof that the advance 
is healthy is found in the growing de- 
mands 01 consumers, especially for bars, 
with inquiriee for 800,000 tons reported 
at Chicago for structural work, includ- 
ing 12,000 tons for SanteFe bridges, for 
all kinds of car material, including 10,- 
000 axles, and for plates and especially 
for sUpyards on the lakes, so that the 
most prices have advanced 91 per ton. 
Rods, sheet and merehant pipe are in 
heavy demand. Copper is steady and 
lead a shade stron g er at 4.10 cents and 
the production of ooke haa teaohed 134,- 
000 tons with 19.717 oven* in Operation. 

Wheat has risen 5 cents the past 
week, not in a flurry, bnt in answer fo 
the daily inereaalBJr fteeign demand. 
Though repo* ts o4 the crop, now almost 
wholly out of danger, inmeate a yield 
never surpassed but once, foreign ac- 
counts still strengthen the belief that 
the deficiency abroad will be about 
100,000,000 bushels more than usual, 
and meanwhile reports indicate that 
less corn than was expected will be 
available for exports. Its price has 
risen about ft. 8 of a cent. While wheat 
receipts at Chicago have been breaking 
records receipts at all the western points 
are for the week a little below last 
year's, but Atloutio exports, 9,778.1:18 
bnshels, flour included, against 4,270,- 
7 po last year for two weeks, with fi,ft79.- 
771 laishels corn, against 8,670.704 last 
year, indicate a foreign demand appar- 
ently limited at present only by ship 

room. 

Since the small comer in August, 
cotton has relapsed to 7 1-2 cents, no 

rumors affecting prices much. North- 
ern mills are consuming very largely 
with a continuing demand for goods, 
•which have advanced the prices of 
many. \V tli enormous speculative 
sales Of wool which appear to constitute 
most of the market at Koston, there is 
also more buying there and elsewhere 
by the woolen mills, which are enjoying 
extraordinary demands for gopds at 
pnces averaging not 10 per cent higher 
than was paid early in the year. 

The average advance for the week in 
sureties has been 11.12 per share for 
railroads, and Tit cents for trusts. 

Failures for the week have been 'il!S 
in the I'nited States, against :515 last 
year, and ii5 in Canada, against 47 last 

y««. 

Lartgert Mnrder Trial. 

Chicago, Sept. 11.— There was con- 
siderable progress in the Luetgert trial 
yesterday, particularly during the aft- 
ernoon session. The day was devoted 
to the hearing of expert testimony. It 
was shown that the matter collected in 
the crevices of the pocket knife given 
by the alleged murderer to his former 
twoetheart, Mrs. Feldt, on the eve of 
his arrest, consisted of blood and parti- 
cles of muscular tiatne. The ttate failed 
to prove that it waa human.

Eleven Killed and Thirty-Elffht 
Wounded. 

DEPUTIES FIKED ON THESTrJSERS

Hazleton, Pa., Sept. 11.— The strike 
t^ituation reached a terrible crisis on the 
outskirts of Latimer yesterday after- 
noon, when a band of deputy sheriffs 
fired into a crowd of miners, killing 11 
and wounding' 88. The miners had 
made a march on the Hazle mines, 
owned by Calvin Pardee, and manv of 
the miners at work there quit work and 
joined the strikers. Elated at their suc- 
cess, they started a march toward the 
Latimer mines. It is estimated that 
when the strikers began marching on 
the Hazle mines they numbered aboat 
200. At the Hazle mines they were 
joined by fully 50 others. The body 
did not move with any precision and 
traversed the highway entirely, keeping 
oiT private property. All along the 
road they seemed jubilant over their 
success at the Uazle mines. 

When the miners reached the edge of 
the town, marching 10 in a line, they 
were met by Sheriff Martin and about 
To depnties. Martin halted them and 
read the riot act to tlieiu, and brandish- 
ing a revolver above las le ad ordered 
ti em to go back. The strikers answered 
t hat they were not doing any harm and 
began to brush by Martin. The guns 
of the depnties instantly belched forth 
i\ terrible vollvy. The rejH)rt seemed to 
shake the very mountains and a cry of 
dismay went from the i 'ople. The 
strikers were taken entirely by surprise 
and as the men toppled and fell over 
each other, those who remained unhurt 
stampeded. The men went down be- 
f.ire the storm of bullets like ten pino 
anil the pronns of the dyiiigand wound- 
ed fiUc'l ' ';e ;iir. 

The excitement that followed was 
simply indescribable. The deputies 
seemed to be terror-stricken at the 
deadly execution of their guns, and see- 
ing the liviiit; strikers fli eing like wild 
and others dropjiing to the earth, they 
went to th(> aid of the unfortunatet 
whom they had brought down. 

As soon as the newt of the shooting 
reached Hazleton there was consterna- 
tion. Within 10 minutes the streets 
were blocked with excited people. The 
Lehigh Traction company immediately 
placed a number of extra cars on the 
Latimer line and doctors and clergy- 
men responded promptly. . The rush of 
people to Latimer waa so great that the 
progress of vehicles along the road was 
impaired. 

Those who were not injured carried 
their dead and wounded frii nds away 
and a correct list can not be obtained. 

Citicent meetings were held at vari- 
ous parts of the city lost night. Opin- 
ion was divided as to the responsibility 
for the shooting. _ 

SHERIFF MARTIN .SEEN. 

He Aoknowlcdgetl TUut II« <.ave the 
Order to Fire. 

WoXESBARRE. Pa., Sept, 11.— Sheriff 
Martin arrived home on the 7 o'clock 
train from Hazleton. He was cool and 
collected. He was met at the depot by 
his leg.-xl advisor. Tin two got into a 
cab and drove to the . ourtliouse, where 
they were closeted together for some 
time. The sheriff was at fiist reluctant 
to say whether he had given the com- 
mand to fire, but afterward admitted 
that he had. 

Sheriff Martin taid he flntmettha 
marching miners at West Haaleton. 
He asked them where they were going 
and they replied : "We are going to 
Latimer to get the men out there." 
Then the sheriff aud 70 depnties armed 
with WindMtters and revolvers board- 
ed a troUty oar for Latimer, and march- 
ing down the pubUo road, headed off 
the column of Poles and Huns. 

According to Martin's story, when 
the strikers reached the line of depu- 
ties, he ordered them to halt and dis- 
perse. One of the Huns said in their 
broken lisp: "Go to h— 11 you — — 
Martin then attempted to arrest the 
man who made the remark, and at ht 
claims, was fiercely assaulted by tiie 
man's friends. Then he gave tht OTOtr 
to his deputies to lire. 

Sheritl Martin, when he reached 
Wilkesbarre, was badly scared. 
Tliough he claims to have been brutally 
a8saulte<l when seen, he did not have a 
mark on his person to shOW that hO had 
been roughly handled. 

All classes of citizens in this city an d 
county unite in condemning Sheriff 
Martin's hasty action.

Frakkfobt, Ky., September 9.— There 
came very near being bloodshed at the 
meeting of the Sinking Fund Commis- 
sioners to-day.

The occasion wa" the trial of Clerk Cau- 
field, of the Eddy ville Penitentiary. Cau- 
field waa put on the atand to testify in bis 
own behalf. 

Warden Happy was present, and Cau- 
field took occasion to say that all that 
Happy or any one said about his incom- 
petency was a d — m lie. The Governor, 
who ia Chairman of the board, called 
Caufield down, and told him he must not 
use such language. Later on, when the 
vote waa taken on the question of Cau- 
fleld'a removal. Governor Bradley and 
Treasurer L6ng voted against it, and Aud- 
itor Stone, Secretary of State Finley and 
Attorney General Taylor voted for re- 
moval. 

After the vote was announced S, C. 
Malloy, Caufield's attorney, asked the 
privilaga of making an explanation. It 
was granted him, and he abused Ihe 
courtesy by saying that the action of the 
majority of the board was damnable and 
would cause a country Magittrata to 
blush with shame. 

Attorney General Taylor sprang to his 
feet and said if Malloy meant to impute 
anything unfair or impure in his motives 
in voting to oust Caufield, he was an in- 
famous liar. It looked like a personal 
encounter would enaue, but Malloy's 
friends got him out of the room. 

Secretary Finley said the Attorney 
General had used about the proper lan- 
guage to Malloy, but that he would treat 
Malloy's utterances with the contempt 
ther deserved. Caufield filed luit after 
he was fired for his salary, which has 
been withheld since his first removal, 
and his attorneys say ha will make 
another fight in tba courts to retain hit 
place.

NicHOLASViLLi, Ky., Sept. 9.— It will 
doubtless be a surprise to the citizens 
tt all placet tbrouKb the State wbere 
local Hqnor lam eziat to leain that attar 
the 28th of tbia month their loeallaws 
will be void. 

This is one oi the decisions under the 
new Constitution that seems to have es- 
caped tbe notice of most of the temper- 
ance people and the lagal fratamlty as 
well. 

The case where the question was de- 
cided by tbe Court of Appeals, was car- 
ried up from Logan Circuit Court in 
March, 1890, and can be found by refer- 
ring to McTigue vs. Commonwealth, in 
17 Kentucky Law Reporter, page 1,418. 
In tbe above styled case theie was a lo- 
cal law prohibiting the sale of spirituous, 
vinoua and malt liquors in that county, 
and provided that a warrant for the vio- 
lation of this law might be issued by and 
tbe offense tried by a Juotice of tbe Peace, 
the penalty for the flrat violation being a 
fine of not less than $50 nor more than 
1200, and for subsequent infractions 
thereof a fine of not leei than $100 nor 
more than $300 and confined in tbe 
county jail not leas than thirty nor more 
than ninety days. McTigue was con- 
victed of violating this law and fined $100 
by a Justice of tbe Peace. He appealed 
to tbe Circuit Court and moved to dis- 
miss the proaeontion on the grounds that 
the Justice of the F»ace had ezoeeded 
his jurisdiction under the the new Con- 
stitution, section 140, which so far as it 
relates to the qoesUoa iMidi : . 

"Tbe JurUdioUon of Juitloat o( the Peace iball 
be co-«xten«lve with tbe oouotr aod ihall be 
equal and uniform tbrouRhout the State." 

The Circuit Court overruled his motion 
and he appealed to the Court of Ap- 
peals. Tbe opinion of that court re- 
versing Logan Circuit Court and diemias- 
iiig tbe prosecution was rendored by 
Judge Haaelrigg. In thia opinion tbe 
C3nrc holds that a general law hkying 
been enacted in regard to jurisdiction of 
Justices of tbe Peace, and also as to pen- 
altiea for the violation of the liquor laws, 
that all special laws stand repealed at 
tbe expiration of six years from tbe 
adoption of the Oonatitntlon, which oo* 
curred on September 28, ISOl. 

Tbe question as to whether all local 
Option lawa where tbe sense of tbe peo- 
ple bas not been taken since tbe adoption 
of tbe present Constitution and tbe en- 
actment of tha new local option law, will 
also be«;ome void at tbe expiration of tbe 
•ix years is not decided, but it will cer- 
tainly invalidate all such laws a^ jiro- 
vided a different punishment from tbe 
general law and may nullify them all.
